REMARKS 

The Office Action dated November 17, 2004, has been received and carefully 
noted. The amendments made herein and the following remarks are submitted as a full 
and complete response thereto. 

Claims 1-6 are pending. Claims 1-6 are rejected. Claims 1-6 are amended. 
Claims 7-16 are new. No new matter has been added. All of the claims are supported 
by the specification. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5 are objected to. Applicants submit that amended claims 1, 2, 
and 5 obviate the objections. Reconsideration and withdrawal are accordingly 
requested. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1.112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants have amended claims 1-6, and submit that the amendments obviate 
the indefiniteness rejection. Reconsideration and withdrawal are accordingly requested. 

In view of the above, Applicants also respectfully request that claims 1-16 be 
found allowable and that this application be passed to issue.
